Noliilel) iiDlliin^' is known of his snli- 
sei|ncn| career for the next ten years, 
lie bccaiuo wild and lived oiitlrvly 
in the wood*, novor appMaeblHg the 
liaiinia of men. 

lie finallr worked hia way Into 
Ihih vicinity and ahout ten ycura ago 
a piirty of aniall hoys, who were eat- 
ing hlaekherrioa not far fitim llop- 
kinavllie, caniu running iiiinio Willi 
akhcn faoc* and hair standing on end 
and rcporlcd that they had seen a 
wild mail ill Iho blaekhcrry palcii 
and that when iio saw them ho iiii- 
mcdialuly ran away and disappeared 
in Iho woods. 'I'liu bo) s wera langhed 
at, but tho iicxl^day a dlflbrent party 
brought in tlio aauic report, and 
great oxcitcinoiit waa craatod. Tiio 
hoys slated that lliey had never seen 
anytliiiii; like it.

Oiirlicro waa accordingly given a 
<'.our8c of instruction and Ihe rapidi- 
ty with wliicli he learned surprlsetl 
the natives. In an incrwlibly sliort 
linio ho had acquired a lliorongli 
knuwlcdgo of tlic mcrcunlilc Imsi- 
iicsa and after remaining wiili ids 
captor uiililbe attained liia inajorily 
lie graduated with the rank of Colo- 
nel and (trnckout boldly for himself. 
Within tbe last four ycai-s Col. 
Wrlghto has amassed a large fortune 
aud now ranks wllli the solf-uiado 
millionaires of llopkiiisvlllc. Ho is at 
prosGiit engaged in the clothlnf( and 
gouts' furuisTiing business on Main 
street.

».x hundrud Individuals bereft of the 
po.vur of their reason are huddled to- 
gi'tSer, llieru surely nintt ba akeielonn 
i.i liiii cliiirl. and tliis tiiouglil it 
blreiiglvuliuil by the fuel thatthuruwai 
n (loroiivablo uAurt on lliupartof all Uiu 
ollleiala and atliu-liua uf the Insllliit'on 
to b<! U.S ubliirji^ and |>ulitu as possible. 
)«t they, none of thuiii, ahowed iiny tie 
kIi-u tu tidk of the vert' niuHcrt Umi I 
uiintuil lu luaro soineih'n'; iliutit. .\mi| 
Uiis was not bocttuso of any (car ol 
newspaper nolorioty, wt nut u livlni; 
aiMil but myself knnw I wns col 
hi ain^ ninti'r ill ( ir i\ neiv.|ia|ii r Idlci-. 
iL s.'iMus to tie ilic fu*n iciior ft ilic'i 
wuya with all v a! turn, iind iiuli'u.l it 
OHikl not bo i>(herwiao, if the wolfiire ol 
thu Inatitulion Is to bo eoosid. tuJ, fur 
weie liioy to tell the secrets of u liav 
piliil of tills kinil llic people ivoiiM lie 
^huckud with amaieiuunL I knuw 
(rum what I learned that there arc 
sduMts In this asylum of which oven 
the olllo'aU knnw nolliing. 

Thislneiileut I pickcil up through are- 
|M)rlur ill tliis eiiy pti'vioua to my v aiti 
Ui Iho asylum, and I reproiluce it liere 
iMeniuo of its (antastiu o^'eontrieity. 
Thu young man who tell.s the story Is 
uuw engaged in this city, tliuugk provi- 
onsly lie WHS in the employ of tliu 
asylum. v\iiiiiiig the laniirroii.-^ piit eiiin 
uf thu institution are u greiil miiriy wliu 
aw allowed to wandur about .Ui« 
grounda. Among I his number wal • 
young woman, who shurtly otter tho 
birlli of her first c.hilil became in- 
sane. She WAS an extromolj baudwme 
creature, who when talkeit to g|Si|k* 
indloatiuna nf a woak mind. She olme 
from suine amall placo in ProbleConoty. 
Ilcfuru her mind gave way she wo: 
kiiowu as a haiipy, vivacious eruaturo. 
wliu enjoyeil lllu, but after bocuroing 
insane sue took a roligiuu.'i turn and tlion 
buuiime melancholy, and wojld not talk 
except when it was nocuosnry. Shu was 
a haiiily pursuii aliont thu asylnni, hiiiI 
euuld iJe put at luu^ any wurk. Ilcr 
iiiiiuu was MuikI. and <«hu prubal)ly hud 



niuru syiu|>aUioliu (riauds tlian any 
ulhcr patiuut in thu inst tuliuu. which 
can liu HtlribnUid tu licr lii'iiiity of facB. 

One day aho aeeoslol my informant, 
asking kiiu If he ilid uol wiuit to stie iiur 
two suuts. The question, ai wns nnt- 
unU. arouaoil tho roiing man's cnriuaity. 
and he (ulluwed her inti) the culhir of 
one u.' llie buildings luljoining thu iwy- 
liim proper. Shu touk him to the darkest 
comer, where she held up before him a 
twu-ounu« bottle she had laken from a 
cruvlee. aud nniarkud: 

"There they are, and bunnd to keep 
loo. Tliu one is the suul of Sloncuall 
.inokson, aod the other my hiiabanil's." 

The young man took tho boltio near- 
er Id ll'iu faint rays of light that shut 
Uiruiigh Hie cellar grating, andaawtlial 
the bottom was eovori'd with a greenish 
liquid, evidently water discolored by 
ago. The lady maniac went on to ex- 
plain there was no neod of any souls 
being lost; that alio could save them all 
if llie |KKiplo would only let her cut 
them out and put them into lier lioltle. 
She knew thu soul's home wait on top 
the kaArt, aod ooohl b« out out without 
any trouble. 

Stonewall Jackson's sonl was In the 
linttio when she gut it frum tho spiriJM, 
aud she had since iiut her husband's m. 
After explaining all these things she 
lukcil tlie young mnn (ur his pon-knifc, 
and 'aid hmi if lio wuiild lay down she 
would got h'n soul nut in u fewminnles. 
and pnt it in Ihe IkiUIh tn keep the other 
two conifiiuiy. Km the young man 
seemed to have no desire to have his 
soal preserved. This young ladr has 
since recoveivd, and ia now at nomc 
with her family, attending to her house- 
hold duties ad well as any woman in tho 
land of the free. 

A ciinniti}; nisniao WAS Charley, the 
scion of a weallliy and widely known 
family living lu Miami County, just be- 
vond the Uootftomeiy County line. I 
nave used thu term "was" because he 
has been cured of the particular attack 
of which ho was snfferiog at the time 
of which I wilta, but baa tihoa become 
insane again and U now an inmate of a 
private asylum In Cineinnali. He is a 
mngniliceat-luoklng young man of not 
mora than thirty years of ago, and 
when not sufroring from the dread 
affliction to whloh he seems to be sub- 
ject, is one of the most entertaining 
man possible to find anywheni. Those 
things I say of him because I know 
them lu be faota. When sulfering from 
the awful disease ho is, indeed, a raving 
maniae, though never very threatening. 
Ho is a very ingenious (ellow at all 
times, and this is what always ma.le 
him a Ironblcsomo prisoner. 

At night, when tho palieats in a ward 
are looked In their rooms, they place 
their elothes outside of tbe door In the 
hallway, so that an attendant knows 
thoy are all in their places. This is 
always done. Un a certain night the 
attendant of tho ward In which Charley 
was a patient had performed this iluty 
and retired, fooling oonfidont every 
thing waa secure and all righL But (or 
two or throe nights previous to that 
Charley had been at work on the heavy 
iron bars on his window with a file he 
had procured somewhere— evidently 
(row one of the Insane Who had the 
privilege of the grounds. On tho night 
in question he oompUted his work, 
ftOnf through one bar and ipringiag 



two otliors so 111' C.I lid get out lUii 
thero were ills elotlies oiilsidu tlic door 
and his overcoat in tlie clotlie-i nNiiu nc 
the end of the hatlwuy.' Tlieso he 
needed, for it was a liiltcr oold ni;,'lit in 
midwinter. \V th his lilc> lie wurkinl 
the wood away from the looks in both 
doura, gut his clutlies. overcoat and all. 
uiul soon was tramping lliruiigh Diiytoti. 

He went direct to the depot iinil ^ it 
on top the lost car of lb.; inidni^hl i \- 
prcsa. bound (or Cinc'niiiit'. Sotliou;:!.! 
(nl was ho that ho luqnin^d ai to wli:il 
stntions the train slopped at. and ivlmn 
it lud.Hanillton he ran forward In the 
tiriit car. and wliini the coni'nclor 
p:issod Ihrongh he cliinilRinul dnwn on 
tho lop while tlie Iniiii wai running 
thirty iniiud or more iin iioiir. and UwE 
a scut in tlie warm oar, as indopeiid- 
enllv OS if lie was the I'resiilunt of the 
road. Tlie oondnctor did not come 
lliriingh tile train again, for ll uiiilioii 
was the last stop before roauliing Cin- 
o'nnatl, and Charley, Insane as ho was. 
seuiued to undorstand tlml he was safe 
Inside the car after It left Hiiniiilun, (or 
tho train. Ill ak n;; no slops, could, of 
course, not take on any passcnijors. 
That he remained on top' tlie ear in llic 
bitter cold until the Ini u readied tiiis 
point is evidence oonulnsivn that be 
knuw exactly what he w:is doiag. 

He reachwi Cincinnati witlioiit any 
trouble, wont straight to tiic (iili.soii 
Iluiise and ruglMturuii. An lucli wi/iild 
havo it the next person to register, who 
»titp|*od up to tho coinitcr nut ten 
iuiiiiite< after he left It, was an ac |im nt 
ttiice of his from liis liniiie. Tliii iianie 
met Ills eye. and alter speaking to the 
clurk he managed to catuh sight at 
('liarloy as ho came from the bath- 
rooms. Tlio (rie.nl at once U'l^^rrauhod 
h:a (oiks, and tliuy the a-syliim aulliurl- 
ties. The telegram they ' rveuivod waa 
tho (irat Intimation the omciuU o( the 
Institution had that any one had os- 
cap<'d. 

( liarley wa-i bnsy playing b'll'arJs 
when, at tun o'ulocit Iho same morning, 
his keeper walkol Into tlid bail aud 

slapped him on the back. 

••Hello. Tom!" was Charley's greet- 
ing. ••I've got a sucker bore." The 

siiiiio evening he was aga n in tho 
asylum, hut it aninsiMl liiiii for wieUs 
to lliiiik how hu "wei.t to (lincinuati 
just tu play a gutuo of billiards." as lie 
put it. 

1( ever a man had detorminod to die. 
come what may. that nia.i wa^ Francis 

. a powerful (iirmur (rum Au- 

glnlte County.' .dHa wAt oaecof the fnw 
(armen who take a groat interoiit in 
politlc-i, anil llie lirst syinptonH of in- 
sanity in h s ease were noticcii after he 
was defcriteil (or ua otiicu al the |)olU. 
Then (ollowod tinane ul icverses. and 
finally his mind gave wav lu Ihu ex- 
tent that he wiLs determ ncd uu suif-de- 
slriiction. lie wiv-i sjnt tu this luyinui 
and planed with the other unfortunates 
sulfering (rum suicidal ninn'a. Ho was 
not by any means a dangerous man, 
but an eye had to bo kupt on iiiiu all 
Iho time tn keep him from dastroyiug 
his own life in one way or anotlior. 

Tom. a young liiil nowerful man, wius 
his kuoper. Uuside-i Vranuis tliore were 
tweot/'fonr other nianliv.;* k Iho ward, 
and 4)nA ean cas'ly imagine what a'uico 
time nil attiMidaiit must have watching 
mill ciinii;^ for these poor p.'ople. Kvery 
keeper iiiiisl sliavu his patiuuls at atntoil 
intervals, and one day wiMn .'fiipi had 
one o( bis subjocu in 'the chair hi) cOm- 
plainod ol the razor scratching him. 
wliurunpon Tom laid it on the wiudow- 
sill aod got out anoUier ono. Wh:|i> he 
was stropping it hu mitlcod Francis 
standinj; in the dor. lo.)kin>; furtively 
into the ro mi. Ilefor ' lie could th nk 
the -maniac bjunded bv him and had 
the opon ra'Jtr which Tow hail la d ou 
thu wlndow-flU in his hand. It was no 
tlmo fir thoujfht. but action wa« what 
was ncedol. Turning iiiiiukly, Tom 

f^CHspo l (he hand in wtiiuli thu m itiiac 
luld tlie razor, while he in turn, cputliy 
ou the alert, grnsp id Tuiii by the wrist 
of the h ind ill wiiiuh he held the open 
raxor with which he liad boon beating 
the strop. 

"I-et go!" yelled Tom. 
"\a\1 go yourself!" reiurlod the 
uittiilac, giariiigsavagely at llie altund- 
Blit. 

The next Instant began a battle (ur 
life. The two mei) puil'i'il, tni;ged and 
Iwistud, but iieilber eould 111! forced to 
loosen his hold on llie other's wrist.

In a few minutca lie returned 
and explaliiod that he did not wish to 
injure Tom. and only fought for Iho 
razor because he wanted to cut bis own 
throat. He saldi 

"Tom. I ain't mod at you, but I want 
you to know, once for" all. that I am 
going to cut my tliroat, and I'll do it. 
no matter liuw much you watch me." 
And, indeed, he kept hia word. 

TiM next day Tom waii aroused by a 
terrible crash of falling glass at the ex- 
treme end of Iho ward, where is lo- 
cated tho wash and bath-rooms. He 
ran to the place, and there stood Fran- 
cis with his throat cut almost (rum ear 
to ear. He laughed deris'vely at Tom 
as lie entered tlie room. Ho had broken 
tho window with his fist, and with a 
picire of tlie glass cut his throal. lie 
bad severed the windpipe, and when 
he attempted to laugh a guttaral aooud 
was all that could be heard. 

Tom grasped the gaping wound in 
Olio hand and held it together as iniioh 
as possible to stop the flow of blood as 
niiicli as was in his power. Two of tho 
a.sylum physicians were on hand almost 
instantly. They took the patient in 
hand, and by sheer (oroe sewed up tlie 
horrible wound, but as soon as the ma- 
niae was put to bed he ture out tho 
stitches. Tho wound wa-< sawed up a 
second time, aod the suicide's hands 
incased in a pair of leather muffs, whon 
he nianagod to tear tho stitches by jerk- 
ing his head backward and forward, 
and from side to side. Ho was then put 
in a orib, and a box made to plane bia 
head and shoulders In, so that It was 
utterly impossible for him to move the 
least hi^u He was kept in this contri- 
vance (or nearly seven weoka, much of 
which time it was very doubtful wheth- 
er be would recover or not After heinf 
taken (rom tbe crib ho waa tmnsferred 
tu want 19. Ills hands for a long 
time afterward were kept in the leather 
niiilfs, but ho finally induced the at- 
tendant, on promise to not again (at- 
tempt suicide, to take them oR. Tom, 
his old attendant, upon loaming of this 
(act, called on the new keeper and t ihl 
liiio lie would regret takingollthe ninH's 
buforo the woelc was over, and sure 
enough hadid. 1!iM.thi)ddi|alMrHi« 
muffs were lAen oUTthtf atnBaiMt Was' 
in his room cutting a small piece of to- 
bacco olf of a largo plug witli a small 
pen-knife, when Frauds sprang Into 
the roomiflfatM^ttie knife put of his 
luind, Add^wle'Q^ keeper oonid in- 
terfere, drew itiaaron huj own throat 
' It then became necessary to put him 
ini the crib again, whern he Was kept 
another spell of several weeks, but the 
dootoip itpin^ledhlm thruuglk He 



.level lifter that atlcmptcd suicide. Odu 
romiikablu feulnre abuut tlrn man's 
cose was that lie never attempted ur 
nooniod to conteniphito ending his life 
sny other way than by cutting his 
throir. Alter recovering frum his 
second terrible upcricriec he scemi'd 
to improve. He coiitinueil growing 
belter, until finally his folks, iipori their 
own rosponsibility, look him home, 
whore he contiimed doing well until 
some time in May hist, when ho SL'ain 
slioweil .syiMptonisof returning insanilv, 
but before he grew bad enough to be 
returned to tbe aaylnm, ho.was kkiked 
on the heo'l by a horse, suataining a 
fractured skull, which la life course of 
a few days resulted in Ilif dOath. 

Many btliur oipiaiiy as thrilling and 
horrible truths can be picked up at 
almost any insane asylum of any note. 
Many more inoidents that wonhl make 
Very interesting reading caiiio l i niv 

notice during my visits, sonic ol fl i 

very ludicrous, others palheiic, wliilc 
the above are among the iiio.st terrililo. 
I hero is ono old man at preient In tlie 
Dayton Asylum who donnted $100 to 
the inititutlon wlion it w^is Im'lt .iiid 
this fad is one of tho very few tilings 
lie never lo<o<< miglit of. It acorns lo 
burn into the poor fellow's very ioiii. 
There am a number of4!io inmatei who 
in some way have got it into their poor 
briiiiis that tlicy are there wailing (or 
pay-day. anil the attendanta toll nw it 
IS very touidiing when sevoral of tlium 
become impatient and demand tho'i 
moiioy on threats to leave. 'I'liey often 
claim the r wives and oh'hircn mp 
starving, and they must have llie i 
money or they w'll d-o.

It Is only very recently that bicy- 
cles liavo bcrn allowed on I ho hI reels 
of llopklnsvillo. In fact Ibe biciiclc 
itself riiiiks among llni recent iiivuii- 
ilon.s, HO recent that it appcurs in the 
suppleniciil of Wclislor'.s I'lKiiji idgcd 
Dielioniny willi the newly coined 
wortlH of llio Knglish language. Il 
is there described as a two wheeled 
velocipede, deriving ils name from 
llie Latin oi/cliis or (iicek kiiklua, a 
tvlioci, and the prcfi.v hi, iiicaiiing 
twice. "A bicycle is a two wheeled 
velocipede, especially ouc having a 
very large wheel, above which ia the 
scat fur the rider, and one quite small 
following behind. It U proiralled by 
the action of tiie feet upon cranks 
altaclied to the axle of the large wliecl 
and can bo driyeu with great speed." 

Some years ago a bicyole appeared 
upon the siraata of Uopkiiisville. 
Somebody's horse was soared thereby 
and the Board of Cbuiicilnen accord- 
ingly passed an ordinance pruhibii- 
ing the riding of bicycles upon any 
of the alrcels of the oily. 

Last summer some uf llio young 
gentlemen of liiecily interested lliem- 
solves iu the matter and the prosoni 
Hoard of Clly Katliers ro|)oiilcd iln 
obnoxiouH ordinance. Since that tinii: 
there has been a gradual iutioductlon 
of bicycles into Iho city. 

Mr. Tlios. W. Xjowg was one of the 
Ural to order one but when he attempt- 
ed to ride it he received a fall at Hie 
very outset that discouraged him and 
lie returned tho bicycle. Bev. A. C. 
Biddle also ord.ered oi^ withoiil 
knuwiiiic of the prohibitory ordinance 
and when It came haring learned 
of it he returned the bicyolo the very 
day the ordinance was repealed. Uolh 
of tliose menlloued above were Ter}' 
elegant maohlucs aud cost over 1130 
cscli. 

There arc now ten bicycles owned 
in and ahoiil the cily. Of those Dr. 
It. W. btoiio's is the lincst and best. 
Dr. fsloiie rides into the city on it 
from the As} liim and is considered 
an expert bicyclist. Tlio ulhcis arc 
owned by boys and arc clioagi ones, 
coaling from |IU to ^20,or theroabouls. 
Fullowing la a list of the yotillis who 
own Ihem : Alex. Ovcrshinor, Alex. 
Crabb,Slanlon Armistead, Bud Steel, 
.lames Cooper, Dick Tyler, Tom 
Uverthiner and Frank Gorman. 

Messrs. Wilson k Oalbreaih are 
tho only dealers iu the city who han- 
dle bicycles so far as we are informed, 
though oiliers lake orders for them. 

The speed of bloyoles wbqn, ri^dni 
by ex|ieria Isitiuch greater than «ii 
oi-diuary horse can trot and they can 
be driven with comparatively little 

fatigue. The Ijieyric reeiJld i.s, we 
believe, a mile in MHiielliiii;; over two 
and a half iiiliiiiles. 
The rocord of '2l>(> milex in 'U hours 
as made not long ago. I 'or I lie 
distance of half a inlle, the fastest 
time yet made it 1 minute and 13 
seconds. Twelve miles an liuur is 
not an unusual rate lo travel on good 
bicycles. Iu many cities they have 
already come into general use among 
business men.
